ANGELO PETER JANNOTTA 


Criminal History 

JANNOTTA, an LCN member, is the second of four 
children born to NICHOLAS and ELIZABETH JANNOTTA, both 
of whom were born in Italy and later immigrated to the 
United States. ANGELO JANNOTTA was born in Chicago, Illi¬ 
nois, on August 1, 1908. 

JANNOTTA's first arrest occurred on October 1, 
1934, when he was arrested by the United States Marshal, 
Chicago, Illinois, on a charge of "narcotics”. This 
charge resulted in a conviction of 18 months custody. 

He was sent to the United States Penitentiary at Leaven¬ 
worth, Kansas, where he was released from custody on 
January 22, 1936. 


JANOTTA had no further arrests until April 15, 

1951, when the Chicago Police Department arrested him for 
disorderly conduct. 

On September 10, 1951, he was arrested for speeding. 
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On February 20, 1952 and February 21, 1952, 

JANNOTTA was arrested by the Chicago Police Department 
for "investigation". No convictions resulted from these 
charges. 

On April 2, 1952, JANNOTTA was arrested by the 
Chicago Police Department as a "robbery and hi-jacking 
suspect". No convictions resulted from this arrest. 

On June 27, 1952, January 17, 1953, February 27, 
1953, October 22, 1953, March 11, 1954, October 15, 1954, 
April 19, 1956, JANNOTTA was arrested on various gambling 
charges. The arrest on April 19, 1956, was made a "federal" 
case with a charge of "failure to pay wagering tax". This 
charge was dismissed on a government motion. No charges 
came from the other arrests. 

JANNOTTA*s last known arrest occurred on March 27, 
1961, by the Florida Department of Public Safety in Miami, 
Florida, for public drunkeness. No disposition is set forth. 

JANNOTTA was born in Chicago, Illinois, and grew 
up in a predominately Italian neighborhood., where he came 
to know various people who later became "names" in organized 
crime. 


As noted in his arrest record, JANNOTTA apparently 
liked to gamble, particularly with card games. 

JANNOTTA appears to have been included in Chicago's 
organized crime listing not by his own deeds, but because 
of his association with SAM BATTAGLIA, a member of 
organized crime. A review of the file indicates JANNOTTA 
took care of BATTAGLIA'S farm while BATTAGLIA was in jail. 

The file contains the following information 
concerning JANNOTTA on Chicago report, dated October 27, 

1965: "...subject is not a hoodlum of any real stature 

and is apparently merely an associate and worker for SAM 
SALVATORE BATTAGLIA". 

Based on the above, JANNOTTA does not appear to 
be an active member of the Chicago crime outfit.
